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Halifax  Grammar  School  was  founded  in  1958, 
the  brainchild  of  a  group  of  parents  who  were 
concerned  about  the  education  of  their  children. 
They  wanted  to  set  up  a  school  which  would 
provide  a  well-balanced  education  based  on 
solid  academics.  These  parents  raised  funds, 
hired  staff,  registered  students,  and  over  a  10-day 
period  converted  a  house  on  Tower  Road  into 
a  school.  In  September  of  that  year,  the  Halifax 
Grammar  School  opened  its  doors  to  53  students. 


According  to  one  of  the  school's  founders, 
Dr.  John  Szerb,  the  first  budget  did  not  allow  for 
a  cleaning  staff  to  prepare  the  school  for  its  first 
students.  "Early  in  September  1958,  a  number  of 
parents  went  in  with  paint  brushes,  buckets,  mops 
and  dusters  and  the  school  was  ready  for  classes," 
he  says.  Many  parents  also  taught  classes  to  the 
young  boys  -  physicians  teaching  anatomy  and 
accountants  giving  lessons  in  math. 


Due  to  the  high  demand  for  an  HGS  education, 
the  school's  present  site  on  Atlantic  Street  was 
purchased  and  a  larger  school  was  built  in  1962. 
Two  years  later,  the  school  became  co-educational. 
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Since  its  doors  opened,  the  Grammar  Schools' 
enrolment  has  grown  to  over  500  students  in 
grades  Primary  through  12. 

This  year  marks  the  45*  anniversary  of 
the  Halifax  Grammar  School.
